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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 3-10, 13, 15, 17, 19-23, 25, 27-30 and 32 have been examined. 

2. Claims 1, 15, 17, 15 and 27 were amended in the amendment filed on April 12, 
2005. 

3. Claims 2, 1 1, 12, 14, 16, 18, 24, 26, 31 and 33 have been canceled. 

Response to Amendment 

4. The 1 12, second paragraph rejections to claims 12, 14, 16, 18, 24, 26, 31 and 33 
are withdrawn as the claims have been canceled. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments, see pg. 8, 3 rd paragraph-pg. 9, 1 st paragraph, filed April 
12, 2005, with respect to the 103(a) rejections to claims 1, 3-10, 13, 15, 17, 19-23, 25, 
27-30 and 32 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 103(a) rejections of 
claims 1, 3-10, 13, 15, 17, 19-23, 25, 27-30 and 32 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1, 3-10, 13, 15, 17, 19-23, 25, 27-30 and 32 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Applicant's 
claimed invention recites a method of providing network copy protection for database 
programs operating in a computer network. The closest prior art of record, Wobber et 
al. USPN 5,235,642 in view of Robert et al. USPN 4,937,863 teach a similar method; 
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however, neither Wobber nor Robert disclose a first and second database programs, 
wherein the second database program checks if another copy of the first database 
program is already connected when the first database program requests connection to 
the second database program, and wherein the first database program and second 
database programs operate on different computing platforms. For this reason, claims 1, 
3-10, 13, 15, 17, 19-23, 25, 27-30 and 32 are allowed.
